Fi irst 1922 Bale | 
| Of-—Cotton Goes 
On Block Today 


Bidding Promises to Be Spir- 
ited at Atlanta Commer- 
cial Exchange. 


Georgia's first bale of the 1922 cot- 
ton crop, which was grown on the 
farm of Horken & Lindsey, near Moul- 
trie, arrived in Atlanta Tuesday aft- 
ernoon and will be sold to the highest 
bidder on the floor of the Atlanta 
Commercial exchange this morning at 
9 o'clock by J. Hope Tigner, secretary 
of the exchange, who will act in the 
eapacity of auctioneer. 

The sale will be a notable event for 
the Atlanta exchange in view of the 
fact that this is the first bale of any 
crop to be received in Atlanta “since 
the mind of man runneth not to the 
contrary,” Mr. Tigner says. The 
“first bale” is always raised in the 
territory of the Savannah market, and 
this is the first time on record that 
Atlanta has been able to win over her 
seaport competitor and secure the 
honor of handling the precious bale 
through her own market. 


the bale here for sale is a distinct | 
tribute to the growing importance of 
Atlanta as a cotton marketing center, 
and it is predicted that the city will 
continue the rapid development of its 
cotton market to such an extent that 
it will be one of the most vital points 
of the industry. 

Bidding is slated to be spirited, as 
banks, cotton merchants and ware- 
house interests have entered into com- 
petition for the “first bale.” It weighs 
495 pounds and grades middling. 

Grown in Tift. 

Moultrie, Ga., July 38.—{( Special.» 
Two bales of new cotton of the 1922 
crop were shipped by express from 
Moultrie this afternoon. One weighing 
v0U pounds, grown by A. B. Rogers, 
went to Savannah and one weighing 
490 pounds, produced on the farm vf 
Horkan & Lindsey, was sent to At- 
lanta. The Horkan-Lindsey bale was 
the first ginned, but beth reached 
Moultrie about the same time. Both 
bales will be sold at auction. 

Rogers ginned the first bale in 
Georgia last year. It is earlier in 
July than Georgia has ginned a bale 
in a number of years, according to 
cotton men here. The crop is opening 
rapidly in southwest Georgia and gives 
promise in this immediate region of 
being one of the best produced since 
the invasion of the bol] weevil. 

Ginned Monday. 

Tifton, Ga., July 18.—(Special.) 
A coincidence in connection with gin 
ning of the first bale of 1922 cotton 
at Omega, Tift county, Monday eve 
ning is that for three years in succes- 
sion Lang & Company has ginned 
the first Georgia bale and both first 
Georgia bales were grown on the same 
farm, by the same man, although 
under different ownership. 

In 1920, J. R. O. Lindsey, mar- 
keted the first bale of Georgia cot- 
ton.

The King plan, the only move thus 
far made in congress, is a manifes- 
tation of a general desire by house 
and senate members to do something, 
providing it would not embarrass 
President Harding. The _ virtually 
unanimous disposition of the legisla- 
tors is to stand behind the president, 
for the present at least, and let his 


At the same time there is a real- 


ization that, once the immediate crisis 
has safely been passed, congress ought 
to do something to prevent its recur- 
rence. Ideas for permanent solution 
of the coal-railroad labor problem 
vary from mild government supervi- 
sion, such as is now provideu in the 
Esch-Cummins railroad law, to drastic 
measures approximating government 
ownership. It is unlikely, however, 
that any legislation will be offered 
for the present. 
No Help Asked. 

There has not been thus far the 
slightest intimation that the adminis- 
tration desires any help from congress. 
Reports that the president contem- 
plated recalling the house were 


branded as utterly unfounded by the 
white house Tuesday. 

If federul troops are used, or i 
state troops are called out, under 
presidential authority fo suppress in- 
surrection, additional money probably 
would be needed to pay them. . But 
Senator Wadsworth, chairman of the 
senate military affairs committee, said 
he had received no word from the war 
department that any extra money 


would be asked. 
In general, the attitude of those ad- 


_ ministration members of congress who 


are in town was expressed in a fer- 
vent hope that Harding would adhere 
to his vigorous policy, and take all 
possible precautions to prevent dis- 
orders. While legal experts in con- 
gress realized that the administration 
faced some legal barriers to complete 
freedom in the. use of federal troops 
before they are actually needed, it 
was pointed out that if complete co- 
operation is established with the vari- 
ous states, the slightest sign of im- 
pending trouble could be made the 
signal for prompt federal action. 
To Back President. 

‘The gorernment is ready to use 
its utmost power,” said Senator Pep- 
per, Pennsylvania, in whose state the 
operators believe they have the best 
chance of breaking the force of the 
main strike. “The government, how-

rea,” Pepper added, “unless the sit- 
uation makes them imperative.

With the flames checked but not 
conquered, investigation showed that 
two firemen had been killed, three 
more were missing, about 15 persons 
had been taken to hospitals seriously 
injured, and more than 175 had re- 
ceived first aid treatment at three 
emergency stations opened by the Red 
Cross. 

500 Homeless. 

Jn addition, about 500 families were 
driven from their homes in the Bohe- 
mian quarter and tonight were barred 
by the police from returning, lest the 
warehouse walls collapse. 

The outstanding feature of the fire 
was the mysterious, pungent black 
smoke that rolled out of the building 
soon after the first of the blasts. 

Fire Commissioner Drennan, who 
declared that no permit had been is- 
sued to store explosives or chemicals 
in the warehouse, worked feverishly 
to ascertain what indeed was housed 
within the four blazing walls. Final- 
ly policemen were sent through the 
milling thousands’ who had gathered 
to watch the blaze, paging officials of 
the Manufacturers’ Transit company, 
operating the six-story warehouse. 

Cause of Blaze. 

Later District Attorney Banton, fol- 
lowing a conference with fire depart- 
ment officials, said an explosion of 
a case of magnesium powder caused 
the fire. He said that 38 cases of 
magnesium had been taken into the 
building since March 5 and that some 
of them were being taken out, by way 
of the elevator, when one was dropped 
and exploded. 

The heat, he declared, ignited the 
other cases and then followed a great 
explosion as flames began to seep 
through into the powder. 

Although the property damage could 
not be accurately estimated without a 
check of the contents, said to include 
newsprint, rubber, rice and epsom 
salts, it wus evident that it would 
run into the hundreds of thousands. 

Overcome By Smoke. 

The names of firemen and police- 
men appeared most frequently on the 
list of injured. About a score were 
struck by the building material blasted 
from the warehouse by the explosion 
or by falling bricks or timbers, but 
most of those treated at the emer- 
gency stations had been overcome by 
the black smoke, Many returned to 


their duties after having nearly suf- 
focated, only to report again later 
for further treatment. 

The whole quarter was thrown into 
a panic with the first blast, which 
broke windows in St. Vincent’s hos- 
pital, at Seventh avenue and Thir- 
teenth street. 

After the first terror of the ex- 
plosion bad subsided, the “villagers” 
began co-operating with the authori- 
ties in relief work, the artists throw- 
ing open their studios to ex’iausted 
firemen. 

It is a saying of New York’s Latin 
quarter that every one runs a tea 
room to feed some other villager and 
today the tea rooms did valiant work. 
Painters and poets. with their smocks 
and eternal cigarettes, pressed close 
to the firemen. The lemonade they

NATIONAL GUARD ABLE 
TO MAINTAIN ORDER 


' 


Wires Harding Georgia 
Stands Squarely Behind 
Him and Will Co-oper- 
ate With U. S. 


Following receipt by Governor 
Hardwick Tuesday afternoon of a 
telegram from President Harding ask- 
ing that the Georgia ehief executive 
“second” his invitation to miners and 
operators in the coal strike, Gover- 
nor Hardwick immediately replied by 
wire to the president, describing the 
local rail strike situation and pledging 
his full aid to the federal government 
in maintaining peace and order. 

The president's telegram related 
wholly to the coal strike and was a 
movement on the part of the national 
executive to bring miner and operator 
chiefs again into parley with a view 
to settling the coal difficulties ami- 
cably. 

Governor Hardwick, in replying to 
the president, explained that Georgia 
is not affected directly by the coal 
Strike, but that the state is experi- 
encing considerable disorder from the 
railway strike. 

Governor's Wire. 

“I have your telegram of this aft- 
ernoon,”’ he wired President Harding 
early Tuesday night, “and have care- 
fully noted its contents and agree 
heartily with you. While we have 
no mine trouble in this state, and 
consequently no direct trouble on that 
question, we are having considerable 
troable from the railroad question. 

“This morning I have issued the 
Strongest proclamation I could write 
calling on gil law-abiding citizens to 
Obey the laws and preserve peace and 
order. 

“IT bave sent a strong military foree 
to Waycross, Ga., to quell the dis- 
turbances there and to preserve order. 
‘I have notified all peace and police 
officers of the state to preserve order 
and to keep down disturbances and 
have promised them military aid 
whenever necessary. 

“I believe the national guard of 
Georgia will be adequate for that pur- 
pose. Protection of person and prop- 
erty is the paramount duty of gov- 
ernment, and the state government of 
Georgia stands squarely behind you 
and will co-operate with the federal 
authorities to maintain and preserve 
it. 

“You may count on full. prompt 
and whole-hearted co-operation from 
me.”’ 

Governor Hardwick,’ it was learned 
from dispatches from Washington, 
was one of a number of governors 
who will take this action at the ex- 
press request of President Harding. 

In wiring his wishes to Governor 
Hardwick, the, president conveyed as- 
surance of “prompt and full support 
of the federal government whenever 
and wherever you fina your gaencies

SIBLEY CONDENINS 
SECRECY OF KLAN 


A great power for harm lies in 
the secrecy of the Ku Klux Klan, 
Judge Samuel H. Sibley, of the Unit- 
ed States district court, declared 
Tuesday in’ an address on “Perils of 
the Mass,” at the weekly Kiwanis 
club luncheon. 

Judge Sibley declared that the law 
is being flouted everywhere by a 
minority mass, and that such a state 
of affairs will make private life in- 
tolerable and government impossible 


if it is not stopped. 

“By the mass I do not mean a ma- 
jority,” he said, “but an aggregate 
of individuals who are decidedly dn 
the minority. 
| “*Eyverybody is doin’ it now’ has 
| become a maxim of life. The power 
'of this mass becomes terrible in mat- 
,ters of law because so many good men 
are associated with the mass. 

“Take lynching, for instance. No 
right-thinking man would attempt for 
a moment to justify this means of 
accomplishing what should appear to 
be a desired end, although he may 
—_ been a member of a lynching 
mob. 

“T have been approached to join the 
Ku Klux Klan—approached as a 
federal judge. I declined. Why? 
Because there are features in this or- 
ganization which would make my 
membership in it inconsistent with 
my duties as a judge. 

“In the case of the Ku Klux Klan 
the great power of harm lies in the 
secrecy that shrouds every movement. 
If it is not responsible for acts of 
lawlessness it at least lays itself 
open to suspicion. 

“As to the question of labor 
unions: They are organized for an 
aim that is justifiable and good, an 
;end that is encouraged and recog- 
nized by law. Their activities come 
_to a head in a strike. Every man 
| who strikes has a right to quit work, 
‘and he can join with others if he 
‘sees fit. That’s the legal aspect. 
| “But a man who quits a job can- 
not prevent another man from taking 
\it. The strikers cannot say: ‘No 
'man shall have my job.’ But the 
| striker does say ‘no man shall have 
| my job,’ not because he is supported 
iby law, but because it is the will of 
ithe mass. Is he justified? No; no 
|one would attempt to justify the

Varied Audience 


Hears Lecturer 


On‘ NewT hought’ 


Rich and Poor Among Con- 
vention Throngs—Dr. Wil- 
mer Speaks Thursday. 


Approximately a hundred people, in- 
cluding the wealthy woman, attired 
in rich silks and costly jewelry, the 
cripple, his body twisted and his face 
registering mental and physical an- 
guish, and the woman from the out- 
lying districts—tbe mill sections— 
dressed in her plain but neat house- 
dress, assembled in the Auditorium 
Tuesday afternoon all for the same 
purpose—seeking spiritual renais- 
sance, 

Some came in luxurious auntomo- 
biles, others rode the street car but 
the greater number’ walked, some 
with the aid of erutches. They listen- 
ed to the applied constructive psy- 
chology and Christian healing lecture 
of Mrs. Mary Etheridge Thompson 
Chapin, of New York, widely known 
teacher and author, who is attending 
the ninth annual congress of the In- 
ternational New Thought alliance in 
session here this week. The lecture 
was brief, only 30 minutes, but, in 
that time, the speaker opened the 
minds of her listeners to the Light 
and the change was obviously notice- 
able in the demeanor of the audience 
as they wended their way out of the 
doors. 

Mrs. Chapin did not rely on mysti- 
ci#m nor did she touch any of the per- 
sons who came to her to be healed. 
She simply stood on the rostrum anid 
told in clear, sensible logic her be- 
lief which she described in hypotheti- 
cal ways. Illness, poverty, unhappi- 
ness and limitations of every sort can 
be removed by spiritual power, she as- 
serted. Every person resents restric- 
tions, either by other persons or by 
his own limitations, she said. 

Limit to Liberty. 

“The Fourth of July,’ said Mrs 
Chapin, “brings to mind the Declara- 
tion of Independence and the time 
when the people of America formed 
a nation in the concept of liberty. 
Liberty, of course, does not mean ab- 
solute freedom of action. It has been 
well said: ‘Freedom to swing your 
arms stops short of my face.’ But 
in a social order, one should be free 
to do whatever one wills; that is, 
within one’s power and that which 
does not interfere with the rights of 
others, 

“If we are in accord with the spirit 
of God, we shall have no desires that 
are in conflict with the proper free- 
dom of others; we shall feel no re- 
strictions from wifhout, except from 
the spirit of untruth, and as to that, 
we shall have faith and be patient ur 
til the spirit of God has accomplished 
its victory. As to restrictions within 
ourselves, we shall find the power of 
the Alntighty flowing into us to over- 
come all limits of individual capacity. 

“As Jesus said, ‘Of myself I can do 
nothing, but, through God all things 
are possible.’ Jesus worked in infinite 
freedom. He easily could have freed 
Himself from His captors, or avoided 
being caught, if He had wished. He 
had infinite liberty within Himself— 
the liberty to say, ‘I will show the 
people that even passing through the 
door of death does not extinguish life.’ 

“There is no more doubt in my mind 
that Jesus rose and was seen and 
even that He is on earth today, than 
that the sun rises and sets. In the 
light of reason and science, we are 
beginning to see that we are really 
sons and daughters of God and co- 
beneficiaries of His liberty. 

“But Christ’s vision was far off. 
We are still in bondage to sickness, 
poverty, unhappiness, and the thou- 
sand and one troubles of daily life. 
What we need is to realize that we 
are spiritual beings today, just as 
much as we shall ever be; that we 
ean make a heaven of our life here, 
or a hell, as we choose; and that we 
can release our divinity and enter the 
glorious liberty of the spirit of God. 

Matter of Healing. 

“No matter what you seem to have 
lost, if you have entered this liberty, 
the restriction shall be removed. Is 
it your eyesight? Why should it not 
be restored? ‘This is possible and 
very common. Is it illness? — When 
surgeons and physicians fail, I have 
seen the spirit of God heal. Poy- 
erty, fear and all evils must give 
way to it. You shall say unto the 
mountain, ‘Be thou removed,’ and if 
you say it in your heart, never doubt- 
ing, it shall be done. 

“But you cannot do this on the 
mental plane. It is a spiritual power. 
I do not see why it is difficult to he- 
lieve this. We believe in many things 
we cannot see. I asked Edison one 
day what electricity was. He said, ‘I 
don’t know. Nobody knows. It is 
a name we give to an invisible force.’ 

“TI said: ‘Don’t you think it ‘is a 
manifestation of God? Edison re- 
plied: ‘It might as well as spelled 
G-o-d as e-l-e-c-t-r-i-c-i-t-y.’ 

“Edison created a dynamo; but that 
dynamo does not make electricity; 
it only gathers it up so the brain 
of man can use it. Can we not be- 
lieve there is a power as potent as 
electricity and as available? Why 
don’t we press a button and turn on 
God’s power? Is the world to be al- 
lowed to go on being miserable and 
poor and sick and dying forever and 
ever? I believe these instruments 
called our bodies are dynamos that 
gather up power and we are given 
the faculties of mind to direct that 
power, to the healing of the nations; 
and the nations will not be free until 
they acknowledge God.”

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LABOR AND RED ENEMY. 


The prompt action that was re- 
cently taken by the striking rail- 
road shopmen in Rochester, N. Y., 
in adopting a resolution vigorously 
cénsuring and denouncing the med- 
dlésome activities of communists, 
supplies refreshing evidence of the 
inherent good citizenship of Ameri- 
can organized labor in the mass. 

Ever since the Rochester shop- 
men, 1,000 strong, went out on 
strike, communist agitators have 
been active among them, spread- 
ing radical and inflammatory prop- 


aganda, evidently seeking to foment 
lawlessness and incite them _ to 
deeds of violence. 

Little headway to that end was 
made, however, and at a special 
meeting of the strikers a few days 
ago'the reds and their pernicious 
doctrine of ‘“‘direct action” and dis- 
regard for the law were bitterly 
denounced by strike leaders and in 
a set of resolutions adopted by the 
entire body. : 

At the same time the Rochester 
workers ridiculed the pretensions 
of the red agitators, and took oc- 
casion to call the attention of 
American working men to the in- 
tolerable conditions that have re- 
sulted from the application of com- 
munist doctrine and theory to the 
everyday life of the laborers in 
soviet Russia. o 

All of this goes to show that the 
majority of organized labor in this 
country is composed of men of a 
high order of intelligence, who are 
not easily stampeded by the half- 
baked theories of-communistic radi- 
cals nor by the alluring rainbows 
pictured by self-seeking ‘prole- 
tarian dictators.” 

The action taken by these work- 
ing men serves, furthermore, to 
offset in a measure some of the 
deplorable manifestations of the 
mob spirit in other parts of the 
country, where criminal acts com- 
mitted by a lawless minority have 
brought discredit upon the whole 
organized labor movement. 

As the republican Springfield 
(Mass.) Union truthfully said, 
commenting editorially upon the 
Rochester incident— 

Among the millions of organized 
and unorganized wage workers in 
the country the spirit of lawlessness 
is confined to a small minority, but, 
unfortunately, the criminal acts of 
a minority must, in the very nature 
of things, attract more attention 
than the law-abiding good citizen- 


i ship of the great majority, and un- 


fortunately also the. majority of 
law-abiding workers suffers from 
the acts of an irresponsible minor- 
ity. It is the penalty law-abiding 
workers face when lightly rejecting 
arbitration and resorting to the 
strike. 

It is to be hoped that the rail- 
road strike, and the coal strike as 
well, may yet be settled by arbitra- 
tion—and that all industrial dis- 
putes in the future may be ad- 
justed upon that principle, as a 
preventive of labor warfare. 

But in the meantime any refusal 
on the part of a group of striking 
workmen to give heed or sanction 
to un-American inflammatory prop- 
‘amanda or activity is worthy of 
commendation by every patriotic 


citizen, regardless of his personal 


attitude toward the issues involved 
in the strike.

SIMONDS IN ERROR. 

In discussing the events leading 
up to and growing out of the recent 
conference at The Hague, which 
conference was held as a result of 
the failure of the Genoa conference 
to fix the political and commercial 
status of Russia, and which, like 
wise ended in failure, Frank H. 


international developments, said in 
his article in The Constitution last 
Monday that the European situation 
as it stands today vindicates the 
foreign policy of the Harding ad- 
ministration. 

He takeg the position that at 
Genoa and at The Hague the at- 
titude of Lloyd George toward the 
Russian situation and other prob- 
lems confronting continental Eu- 
rope was inspired by selfish con- 
siderations of personal political ex- 
pediency on the part of the British 
premier rather than by considera- 
tions of the common welfare of the 
world. 

He said also that, unlike Lloyd 
George, “Mr. Hughes and Mr. 
Hoover, having no political com- 
plications to consider, can deal 
with Russian facts as they are,” 
and that— 

events at The Hague have con- 
firmed the views of American 
statesmen and vindicated their pol- 
icy of abstention from both Genoa 
and The Hague conferences. 

That is Mr. Simonds’ view, not 
the opinion of The Constitution. 
From our viewpoint, instead of 
standing as a vindication of the 
administration’s “policy of absten- 
tion,” as Mr. Simonds says, the 
events at The Hague and at Genoa 
vindicate absolutely the viewpoint 
The Constitution has maintained 
from the very beginning: That, 
because of the part this country 
took in the war, and because of its 
present position as the foremost 
power in the family of nations and 
as the great creditor nation of the 
world, any movement, world-wide 
in scope, designed to make peace 
permanent and to promote interna- 
tional prosperity based upon co-op- 
eration, good will and amity among 
races and governments, is essen- 
tially doomed in advance to failure 
unless it has the sympathy and 
active participation of the United 
States! 

This newspaper repeatedly pre- 
dicted that the Genoa conference 
would fail if the United States re- 
fused to take part init, and we 


maintained from the first that this 
country, if represented as an active 
conferee nation, would have wielded 


an influence greater than that of 
any other nation or group of na- 
tions participating in the con. 


ference. 


Also, we still maintain that if 


our influence had been brought to 
bear on the side of the right and 
human justice, the Genoa confer- 
ence would not and could not have 
failed of its purpose! 


But our government refused to 


participate in that conference. 


The administration adopted a 
“hands-off” policy—a policy, as one 
of our senators so aptly expressed 
it, of “to hell with the rest of the 
world!” 

And the administration adopted 
that policy by the very reason of its 
having “political complications to 
consider” rather than the reverse, 
as stated by Mr. Simonds! 

The Genoa conference failed; and 
failure of the subsequent confer- 
ence at The Hague followed as a 


natural and inevitable consequence.

HEALTH TALKS |

Among the unpurchasabie blessings 
enjoyed by the barefoot boy, with 


cheeks of tan, reckon a perfect metab- 
olism and a complete quota of ery- 


throcytes (as we have now decided 
to call the red blood corpuscles, so 
readers won't think they’re reading a 
novel) as tied for first. A coat of tan 
is of no great importance in itself 
except as an indicator. It indicates 
that the lucky wearer has been tak- 


ing very good treatment for whatever 
ailed him. ‘Tuberculosis of any part 
of the body? Anemia? Insomnia? 
The willies? Obstinate or nonhealing 
wound, sinus, sore or surface infec- 
tion? Rickets? Rheumatiz? Skin 
cancer? Sunlight is good for it. 

A stitch of clothing or a sunshade 
or an ounce of cold cream or zinc 
ointment judiciously applied as pre- 
vention is better’ than a pound of 
bandages or healing lotions as treat- 
ment of sunburn, Persons unaccus- 
tomed to exposure, with sersitive skin, 
should take very small dcses of sun- 
light and gradually increase the 
amount and duration of exposure day 
by day, in order to achieve a normal 
coat of tan without suffering sunburn. 
In the treatment of tuberculosis of 
glands, bones, lungs or other struc- 
tures, it is customary to expose only 
the legs for five minutes three times 
the first day, the legs and thighs five 
minutes and the legs alone ten min- 
utes the second day, legs, thighs and 
forearms five minutes and leg® and 
thighs ten minutes and legs 15 minutes 
the third day, and so on. Take a 
cue from this conservative tanning 
program and save yourself from the 
discomforts of sunburn. 

Tan once achieved will remain as 
long as exposure to sunlight is kept 
up and will fade only when exposure 
is diminished or avoided altogether 
or in the altogether as the case may 
be. It is, futile to imagire that any 
application will remove tan from the 
skin or appreciably hasten its disap- 
pearance. Tan is a deposit of pig- 
ment in the skin and is no more re- 
movable by “bleaches” than is the 
Ethiopian color. 

Some of us freckle freeiy and furi- 
ously with moderate unaccustomed ex- 
posure to the sun and then lose ‘em 
again as promptly when the outing is 
over, Others keep their freckles for a 
long time, once they've gathered a 
erop. With tender care a flourishing 
freckle crop may be preserved 20 years 
or more. Red headed persons or per- 
sons so inclined freckle most impetu- 
ously. Freckles may be removed in 
but one way. by causing desquamation 
or peeling of the skin. Even after that 
thev are likely to return with the 
slightest exposure to sunlight. Lo- 
tions or salves thus used to remove 
freckles are too irritating to recom- 
mend here, most freckle remedies con- 
taining rather dangerous quantities of 
mrecury to bring about the essential 
peeling of the skin. 

The very liberal use of taleum 
powder and cold cream or zine oxide 
ointment as a protective for the skin 
Ys advisable when some extraordinary 
« Recwtecmnr is to be guarded against. as 
a mountain climbing expedition or a 
sail over the water. For the relief 
of severe sunburn dressings of zine 
oxide ointment or boric acid ointment 
are good. For mild sunburn fresh 
eold cream or the calamine lotion 
commonly used in hives and other 
itching skin troubles may be dabbed 
on frequently.

Article JI, of the 

constitution, embodies the “Bill of 


Rights’’—those human rights which 
are to be held inherent, fhalienable 
and incontestable. Such were the 
terms often employed by those in- 
comparable Georgians who framed 
the charter when they were selecte- 
ing and agreeing upon its declara- 
tions. 

Paragraph 7 of that “Bill of 
Rights,” prescribes that “neither 
banishment beyond the limits of the 
state, nor whipping, as a punish- 
ment for crime, shall be allowed. 

The word is “shall” and the pro- 
hibition of “whipping as a punish- 
ment for crime” is imperative; no 
option or discretion of any kind con- 
cerning its use is left to any officer 
in custody of the prisoners of the 
state. 

What is the supposed justification 
of whipping a prisoner in the pent- 
tentiary, in.a jail, or in a chain- 
gang, but that it is punishment for 
crime? 

Paragraph 9, of that same 
of Rights,” reads as follows: 

“Excessive bail shall not be re- 
quired, nor excessive fines imposed, 
nor cruel and unusual punishments 
inflicted: nor shall any person be 
abused in being arrested, while un- 
der arrest, or in prison.” 

In the face of these plain and 
positive prohibitions by the consti. 
tution of the state, it must be clear 
to any man or woman with sense 
enough to voluntarily keep out of a 
dog pound, that every beating in- 
flicted upon a prisoner, of the city, 
county or state, !s a flagrant and 
indefensible assault and battery~—a 
violent crime against both the con- 
stitution and the convict. 

Now, what will the humane and 
Christian people of Georgia do 
about it? 

Will they vindicate their constli- 
tution and compel their officials to 
obey it, beating their convicts as 
other than abject slaves or common 
beasts? 

Why, the owner of a stubborn 
jackass who would beat it, as some 
of the men and boys on the state’s 
prison farm have been beaten, 
would be promptly arrested, pros- 
ecuted and punished for his brutal- 
ity to an animal. 

Then why should 
scot free, when they viclate the 
constitutional -right of immunity 
from such brutality that belongs to 
the humblest prisoner in the state?

INDICT GEORGIANS 


“FOR WAR ERAUDS 


Washington, July 18.—An_ indict- 
ment against ten persons charging 
conspiracy to defraud the United 
States out of more than $1,000,000 in 
connection with the disposition of gov- 
ernment lumber following the war 
was returned today by the special 
federal grand jury which has been in 
session since June 1 investigating the 
transactions. 

Those named in the indictments are 
John L. Phillips, republican state 
committeeman for Georgia: John Ste- 
phens, partner of Phillips; Ernest C. 
Morse; Charles S. Shotwell, George 
M. Chambers, Frank T. «Sullivan, 
Roland Perry, Charles Phillips, Jr., 
Gus Ejitzen and Mitchell A. Tou- 
art, Jr. 

The indictment was the first to be 
reported by the grand jury empaneled 
to investigate war frauds for which 
inquiry congress appropriated $500,- 
000 for the use by Attorney-General 
Daugherty and a special corps of as- 


sistants. 
Phillips On Bail. 

Phillips was arrested early last 
month on a warrant sworn out by 
officials of the department of justice 
ome later was released on bail of $25,-

Morse, another of those named in 
the indictment served both as assis- 
tant director and director of sales of 
the war department supervising the 
sales of surplus materials, Chambers 
was described in the indictments as a 
lumber expert and appraiser employed 
by the war department and Eitzen 
and Touart were said to have been 
president and vice president, respec- 
tively, of the Eitzen-Touart company, 
lumber dealers. 

Sullivan was designated as lumber 
dealer of Buffalo while Perry and 
Charles Phillips, Jr., according to the 
indictment, were to act as agents for 
the firm of Phillips & Stephens. 
Shotwell was'also connected with the 
war department as approvals officer 
of the materials, disposals and sal- 
vage division of the army air serv- 
ice, 

Charges .Set Forth. 

The indictment sets forth that the 
government, seeking to dispose of ex- 
cess lumber after the war, placed 
Fhillips & Stephens as agents of. the 
lumber interests, in charge of the 
disposal, fixing their commission at 
12 per cent. The arrangement was 
made, it says, at a conference between 
the war department, the war indus- 
tries board and the wag service com- 
mittee in 1918, and a contract was 
signed with Phillips & Stephens in 
February, 1919. 

It is charged that the defendants, 
instead of disposing of the lumber 
through the usual and ordinary chan- 
nels of the lumber trade, and to the 
best interests of the United States, 
conspired and agreed to enter’ into 
secret and fraudulent agreements with 
persons not theretofore established in 
the lumber industry, as well as those 
so established, to dispose of the lum- 
ber to such persons at prices very 
much below the market figures and 
on terms which would provide rebates 
and commissions to Phillips & Ste- 
phens for their personal henefit and 
to the detriment of tlhe United 
States.

Shotwell, as materials disposal and 
salvage approval officer of the air 
service, the indictment said, was “‘con- 
trary to his said dutf®s,” knowingly 
to procure and permit and approve 
the making of clearance and sales at 
less than the market prices through 
the agency of Phillips and Stephens 
of large quantities of surplus lumber 
and also of lumber which he knew 
to be not surplus lumber. 

Chambers, as a lumber expert and 
employee of the war department, act- 
ing in his official capacity, according 
to the indictment, was from time to 
time to grade, appraise and fix the 
minimum prices at which the lumber 
was to be sold through the Phillips 
and Stephens agency and under the 
arrangement at “much Jower grade, 
values and prices than pertained to 
the lumber.”

Surpfise at the report of his in- 
dictment in Washington was expressed 
Tuesday by Charles Phillips, Jr., 
brother of Chairman J. L. Phillips.

It is almost unnecessary to tell the 
average housewife that, in canning, 
the method with which her jars are 
sealed determines the success of her 
canning. That is why she cannot pay 
too much attention to the rubbers 
that she puts on her jars, 


Always buy good, thick, heavy far 
rubbers that will stand several hours 
in boiling water without being in- 
jured. Never use singly, the rubbers 
left over from the last year. It is 
better not to use the rubbers that 
come with the jars, for these are often 
thin and of poor qtality. Many 


housewives use these rubbers on the! 
jars, but always put them on top of | 
an old rubber of good quality, using 


two on each jar. 

Even this form of economy is some- 
times a bad step, nowever, for it is 
cheaper to buy thick, new rubbers and 
even jar tops than to take the risk 
of losing an occasional jar of fruit 
or vegetables just because the rubbers 
were not thick and heavy enough to 
keep the preserve airtight. 

Too much economy in buying in- 
ferior quality canning materials is no 
economy at all, because when you can, 
you are so utterly dependent on the 
containers of your vegetables or fruits 
—_ it is folly to buy anything but the 
est.

| The queer thing about these articles is that whenever I think of 
' married life I find myself being drawn back to the subject of tact. It 
looks as if my conception of marriage were an alliance between two 
hedgehogs the prickles of which must daily be avoided by the most 
sedulous care. There is a certain truth in this pessimistic point of view, 
_for the man who began smooth as an egg often ends as a porcupine. (Do 
not laugh at my zoology; it is quite possible that porcupines do come out 
of eggs since snakes do. This logic is obvious.) And the worst of it is 
. that the more you run against the prickles, the sharper they grow. I am 
thinking particularly of the unrasonable side of men, which, as all women 
know, is so swiftly developed in the married state. 
For instance, I know a husband who hates cards, and who sits end- 
_lessly wearing a look of gloomly martyrdom while his wife plays bridge. 
I know another who lives a little way out of a big city, who considers that 
woman’s sphere is the home, and who is enraged if he finds that his wife 
‘has spent a day in town. They are absurd, but people are like that, and 
' so a wife must consider how to live. In both the above cases the women 
| are fools. The first takes a malignant delight in playing bridge in her 
| husband's presence; the second never goes to town without in the eve- 
ning telling him in detail everything that she did there. It is another 
extraordinary thing about marriage that some people go out of their way 
to exasperate their partner. I do not suggest that either woman should 
abandon cards or visits to town; what a woman likes a woman needs, 
but she must not make a show of it. In other words, I recommend for 
married life what a great mathematician advises for solving problems: 
a little low cunning. Do what you like, but do it at a time when it won't 
_be noticed too much. Not to be noticed is, perhaps, the sole basis of the

Ferns and Herring About Even When Fatal 
Blow Is Delivered—Second Splashes 
Water on Fallen Pugilist.

‘That subtle influence which ‘Rebel 
Red’ Herring, of Memphis, is said to 
hold over fighters connected with J. 
Walk Miller's stable of youthful slap 
artists, was seven rounds asserting 
itelf last night at Ponce de Leon, 
but when it did appear on the scene, 
there were not many seconds of fisti- 
cuffing left. 

Herring and “Fearless” Ferns were 
having a fine time kidding one an- 
other. Nothing extremely damaging 
had been accomplished and until light- 
ning came out of a clear sky and sat 
right down on Ferns’ jaw about the 
middle of the seventh round, there 
wasn't a whole lot to howl ovér, the 
entire affair considered. 

That killing punch was as hard as 
it was unexpected. The boys had just 
come out of one of their numerous 
clinches when the customers heard 
something snap. ‘The next pictpre 
was Ferns with his hands down, Her- 
ring’s right having stunned him tem- 


‘porarily. 


The crowd yelled for the Fearless 
One to put up his hands, but he never 
heard the warning. Herring started 
his left from ‘some inches above the 
floor and it reached Ferns’ jaw. witb 
terrific speed. The Atlantan’s body 
hurtled backward to the canvas. his 
head hitting the floor with such force 
that it sounded like a young cannon 
had been exploded in the middle of 
the ring. 

Water Is Thrown. 

Ferns writhed, trying in vain to 
come up at the count of three. Then. 
just as it seemed that Ferns wouldn't 
come to for an hour, one of his see 
onds dashed water in his face from 
ringside and while Ferns came up. 
shaky and still out at the count of 
nine, Miller awarded the decision to 
the Memphis welter, the throwing of 
the water constituting a foul. 

There is no question about 
water being thrown. Nor is 
any doubt about the second’s action 
saving Ferns from taking another 
punch. Undecided whether 
Referee Miller would listen to his 
charge that a foul had been comnnit-

' Until the fatal punch landed, there 
was little to choose between the fight- 
ers. If it nad elosed at the end o® 
the sixth. a good verdict would have 
been a draw. 

The first round was devoid of much 
punishment for either side except in 
flashes when Herring seemed to ex- 
cel, The Memphian earned the ses- 
sion, mainly through the body blows 
he dealt when the fighting was at close 
rance. Few openings were presented 
by Ferns or Herring and little excite- 
ment was created. 

The second dawned with Herring in 
a pugnacious mood, but he cooled rap- 
idiv when Ferns stopped one or two 
rushes with nicely planted smashes to 
the face. Herring’s best offensive ac- 
tion during this round started with 
his ery, heard by all ringsiders, “Come 
on, buddy, ‘let's go.” The Atlantan 
refused to give way before the charge 
and Herring quieted down cossidera- 
bly. Fans who gave Ferns no chance at 
the end of the first round now switched

The first blood was produced in the

around his mouth It resulted from 
a light poke landed by Herring during 
a clinch and the blow didn’t hurt. The 
round was even and the crowd ex- 
pressed some dissatisfaction at the ap- 
parent inclination of both fighters to 
respect the punching prowess of the 
oppositjon. 

Despite the fact that he suffered a 
bad cut over the left eye during the 
fourth, Ylerring succeeded in piling 
up enough points to earn the session 
before the end. He started at a 


whirlwind pace and kept pegging away 
for better than half of the round. 
Then Ferns began to fight back and 
Herring looked a little worried at 
the end. 


Herring’s eye was en ae again in 
the fifth and Ferns regained some of 
the lost territory. Herring was bested 
at the in-fighting and Ferns was not 
far behind when “Rebel Red” shifted 
his tactics to boxing. In the one ex- 
change of punches, an altercation 
which came about the middle of the 
round, Ferns stood toe to toe with 
the ‘lennessee\ slugger and made him 
quit. It was a victory extremely 


pleasing to the fans, who soon wearied 
uf Herring’s attempts to slow up the 
action by persistent hugging. 

Fern’s right eye was cut a bit in 
the sixth, but he did about all the 
fighting that was done, Herring seem- 
ingly content to rest for the supreme 
efiort, which came the next round. 
You've already heard how Ferns met 
defeat. 

Murphy-Kelly Draw. 

In the semi-windup, Mike Murphy 
and Battling Kelly, of Kirmingham 
fought a slashing ten round draw. 
There was much more action in this 
bout than in the main event and 
both parties took sizeable beatings at 
Various stages of the controversy. 
The decision, rendered by three judges 
was unanimously for a draw and the 
verdict was well received. 

The first round was very close, 
but this reporter gave Murphy a 
shade. The second was close again, 
with Murphy being slightly in the 
lead.

The Piedmont park municipal golf 
course lost a mighty good profession- 
al the other day when Rodert Ogg 
tendered his resignation, effective im- 
mediately, in order to accept a posi- 


| tion as assistant to his brother, Willie 


Ogg, professional at the country club 


at Worcester, Mass. 
Pros of Robert’ s caliber are not to 


be found often, and it is for this rea- 


son that officials having the Pied- 
mont course under their supervision 
should proceed slowly about getting a 
successor for Ogg. 

When Bob assumed charge of affairs 
at the municipal course, his position 
was not especiaily attractive one for 
other professionals. It looked like Ogg 
was stepping into something that 
would prove a financial lemon. 

The situation has changed consider- 
ably since that time. Piedmont, once 
the haven of a few straggling matches 


}| and the hotbed of miserible golf play- 


ing, is now the recreation center for 
hundreds of golfers, many of whom 
are members of various clubs around 
Atlanta, but shooting at Piedmont 
because of its convenience. 

And with the growth of municipal 
golf, the professional's job became 
more and more attractive. There should 
be many applications in the hands of 


1| the park board by this time, and the 


chances are that some splendid pro- 
fessionals have turned in their names 
for consideration.

And the great attack of this same 
team, started something more than a 
month ago and which has taken them 
again to the top, has made it doubtr- 
ful if Memphis will need any aid from 
the drafters of the playing list. 

A careful study of the remaining 
games to be played, shows that no 
team in the-first division has any 
great advantage over the other in 
this connection. On the other hand, 
battles with the weaker opposition 
appear to have been pretty generally 
equally divided at the schedule meet- 
ing. ; 

Memphis’ Schedule. 

Memphis, already with a command- 
ing lead, has 55 games yet to be play- 
ed, excepting those postponed for va- 
rious reasons and which will have 
to be played later. Of this number, 
23 are with teams in the first divi- 
sion, namely, Mobile, Little Rock and 
New Orleans. 

The /Chicks will compete against 
the second division clubs in just 33 
more games. Of the 55 games re- 
maining, 27 are billed to take place 
at Russwood park, the home of the 
Tribesmen. Twelve of the Chicks’ 
23 games against first division out- 
fits will be played at home. 

The schedule of games left for the 
Chicks follows: Against Atlanta 6 
(three in Atlanta); Birmingham 7 
(three in Birmingham); Chattanooga 
6 (three in Chattanooga); Little Rock 
S (three in Little Rock); Mobile 7 
(four in Mobile); Nashville 13 (eight 
in Nashville); New Orleans 8 (four 
in New Orleans). 

Over half of Mobile’s remaining 
games with first divisiog clubs will 
be played at home, while but 25 of 
their approaching 54 struggles will be 
staged at Monroe park.

Commission for Withhold- 
ing Information: 


Reports in circulation that the pen- 
itentiaries committee is far from sat- 
isfied with the report of the prison 
commission on convict camps and pris 


ons, were followed Tuesday by the 
statement that bills which will revo- 
lutionize the penal system of Georgia 
will be introduced at an early date 
in the general assembly. 

In the absence of Representative
